ITHE WORK OF THE HURRICANE. | 


Particulars of tho Disnstrous Blow on the 
Consts of the West nites. 


Wasutoroy, Sept, 30 Che Department 
of State has been informed by the Consul 
at Turk's Island, West Indies, that the hur 
ricane of Sept. 2 caused much damage on 
land and at sea, The schooner Sidney G. 
Hoppor, of Thomaston, Me., which was 
loading at Turk’s Island, ran ashore and be- 
came # total wreck. Tho crew were saved, 
The schooher Lewis A, Hodgdon of Booth 
Bay, Me., lying at anchor in the harbor 
dragged her anchor and went to sea, The 
vessel turned bottom upwards in the Chan 
nol and all hands were washed overboard 
The only known sur Vivor, & BeAMAn marie d 
Samuol Holm, drifted on some wreckage to 
North Caicos shore, Where he was rescued, 
The bark Silas Fish of New York left Cockburn 
harbor in a leaking condition, a few hours 
before the hurricane, bound for Turks 
Island.’ She was struck by the hurricane 
before her arrival and was wrecked in the 
channel. The master, in an injured con- 
dition, and one seaman nanmed Guintor Gaul 
drifted ashore on some Wreckage on one of the 
Caicos islands. It is probable they were 
the only survivors, The schooner Norena 
of Portland, Mo., londed the crew of the 
schooner J. M. Hayes of Bath, Me., which 
foundered at sea Aug. 23. After landing 
the men the Norenu was driven before the 
gale through the channel and probably was 
struck by the full force of the hurricane 
outside, 


THE ITALIAN RIOTERS., 


An Attempt to Tear Up the Track Stopped 
by a Volicy Over Their Mends. 

SAWYERVILLE, Que,, Sept 30,—-With the 
ase te of an attempt by a body of rioters, 
numbering fifty, to tear up the track in the 
vicinity of the trestle work of Sawyorville 
about 1 o'clock yesterday morning, no fur- 
ther violence has been used by the strikers, 
In this case, a volley fired over their heads 
by the militfa stationed at the trestle work 
caused them to retreat precipitately,

Vienna, Sept 30,—The artillery practice, 
at which Emperor Francis Joseph narrowly 
escaped being shot, took place at the Stein- 
fold ranges, ‘The Emperor had ordered that 
the bugle sound the signal to cease firing in 
order that he might inspect the target. 
The officer in command of a battery located 
1000 yards away did not hear the signal, 
and as it was impossible for him to see the 
Emperor as he aati cd, owing to « depres- 
sion in the ground, the battery again fired. 
Fortunately the Emperor and his suite were 
put of the line of fire and consequently were 
not hurt, Orderlies rushed to the batteries 
ind prevented any further firing,

| FURTHER PARTICULARS OF 
WHITECHAPEL MURDER, 


THE 


The Butcher's 
yf the Slums 


| Description of the Vietimea 
Skili—Awtul Degradatio 
IneMictoney of the Potice 


Loxpox, Oct. 2 Previous despatches 
have told of the excitement and alarm 
caused in London by the sonsational mu: 


dera in Whitechapel. London is dreadfully 
frightened. Scores of women are hysterical 
Tons of thousands could not possibly be in- 


duced to step out alone. Everyone, of 
course, expects fresh atrocities, and that ins 
how things stand at present Tt is not flat 


tering to the police nor comforting to Lon 
donors, who imagine themfelves well pro 
tected, The following tells what is known 
of the fresh crimes, which, as an evidence 
of an almost unprecedented condition of the 
human mind, are more Interesting to the 
philosopher even than to the simple citizen 
who likes to have his blood curdled 

About | o'clock Sunday morning a Rus- 
sian Jew who sells jowelry from a coster 
cart was driving his pony home, intending 
himself to find relaxation with the members 
club, which is 
conveniently near his stable yard on Bern 
ors strool At the entrance to his yard the 

yony shied, and after examination, what 
ooked like a small pile of mud turned out 
to be a woman 

The police soon came and found nothing 
to do but turn faint at the sight of the hor 
rible gash in the neck and the brutal blows 
on the head. The woman's body was still 
warm. Her blood was only partly congeal- 
ok Her throat was deeply cut as thoxe of 
the former victims. She was lying on her 
back and her legs were drawn up as though 
in pain. The examination has caused the 
conclusion to be arrived at that the murder 
er stood with his left arm around the 
woman's neck, probably to stifle her crics, 
and cut her throat standing. 

The woman's clothes had been dis- 
arranged, indicating thomurdorer's intention 
to practice the same mutilation of her 
person as on the other victims, but he was 
probably disturbed by some one going in or 
coming outof theclub, There is no question 
as to the dead woman's character, tnt she 
apparently did not belong to the lowest 
class of unfortunate women. She was a 
dark brunette, under 40, with a comely 
face. Hor black hair was neatly arranged. 
Her underelothing was clean, She wore 
two petticoats, and her dress was tidy 
though old. A crape bonnet with an 
evening paper pom away in it, was on 
her head. On her breast was a small 
bunch of roses and ferns covered with blood. 

A short walk of a quarter of a milo took 
the murderer to the scene of the second 
crime, also in Whitechapel. He must have 
shown & butcher's skill in vomaining froe of 
blood stains, as he could not have had time 
to rid himself of them, and with them could 
not have induced a second victim to go with 
him, This latest and most terrible butchery 
took place in a dark corner of Mitre-square, 
to which the unsuspecting woman doubtless 
conducted the murderer, The squere is 
reached by a narrow entrance from Mitre- 
street, within a stonethrow of Leadephall 


of an international socialist 


and Aldguate-strects, two of London's 
best known and most important 
thoroughfares. Mitre-square is a large 
dreary stone-paved yard about 120 


fect square. It has three entrances, in one 
of which there is a strect fire station and 
fire escape, with three men always on duty. 
Two sides of the square are ocoupied by 
warehouses and a private house o¢onpied by 
Policeman Pearce, The third side is form- 
ed by a wholesale drug store, and the fourth 
by a warehouse, workshop and the backs of 
two unoccupied private houses, by the back 
wall of which the body was found, The 
square, which is a busy thoroughfare during 
business hours, but almost deserted after 
7 or 8 p.m., is fairly well lighted as London 
streets go. Five lamps throw their light 
into it, 

The murder was discovered by Constable 
Watkins, a member of the city of London 
police force organization, distinct from and 
superior to Warren's metropolitan force. 
The body was found at 1.45 a.m. in the 
southwest corner of the square, & spob that 
Watkins bad passed on his beat & quarter of 
an hour before, which shows with what 
dispatch the woman-killer must have 
worked, The body was lying on its back 
on the footway, with the head toward the 
wall and the feet toward the carriageway. 
The head was inclined on the left side and 
both arms were extended outward. The 
left leg was straight out, and the right leg 
bent away from the body. The body was 
quite warm. Blood was all around, but it 
had not congealed, proving that the mur- 
derer must have gone just as the constable 
was approaching. Watkins sont for doc- 
tors, and while awaiting arousod the police- 
man Pierce, and the two taking courage 
togethor throw the light. of thei 
lamps on the corpse, which Watkins 
had not dared todo. Itis not to be won 
dered at that the policoman has been too 
ill all day to answer questions. The wo 
man’s throat was cut from ear to ear, and 
half way round the head. Her clothes 
had been raised up to the chest and the body 
had been completely cut open from the pele 
vis tothe chest. In addition a portion ot! 
the right car was cut offand the nose wa 
slashed half way through. Tho face wa 
also slashed and cutin a most brutal fash- 
ion, and a portion of the intestines was 
placed in the gash around the neck. Severa) 
doctors urrived and cxamined the body 
They found a prodigious quantity of blood, 
which had flowed chiefly from the throat, 
but the murderer had so carefully avoided 
it that not a single footmark could Le 
truced. 

The detailed description of the under- 
clothing, ctc., shows that the woman be 
longed to the lowest class of fallen women, 
On her left forearm ““# ‘was tattooed in blue 
ink, which will doubtless her to be 
indentified. Your « orrespondent has spent 
from carly evening till past midnight wan- 
dering through the Whitechapel slums, ‘The 
best idea of the awful dogradation of the 
men there can be formed from a de cription 
of the: woinen, whose ability to keep alive 
proves the existence of mon so low as to 
consort with thetn. These wretched women 
swarm the streets by thotigands oven now, 
but keep close together and look shu ply 
around for murderers, even while pretend 
ing to laugh and asking each other whose 
turn to be out up will come next 

The language in which they speak of the 
fiend who has made it his business to mur 
der them it is impossible to reproduc« 
Such profanity and hideously foul language 
as may bo heard coming from the groups of 
women at any Whitechapel corner can 
probably not be heard anywhere else, Soin 
of these poor animals have actually grown 
old in their hrivolled, horribl. 
gin-soaked hags, who fight and quarrel on 
the gutter’s edge, and to spproa h within 
yar da of whom is torture rhe younger 
women, the queens of these slums, are even

German steamers are crowding out British 
shipping at Nagasaki, Japan, German coast- 
wise shipping is advancing by leaps and 
bounds, In 1880210 British ships of 146,042 
tons entered Nagasaki, against 24 German 
vessels of 12,082 tons; during 1887 there were 
207 British vessels of 280,769 tons, and 217 
German of 162,883 tons. The German steam- 
ers are smaller than the British, but they do 
more business, as they are better adapted to 
the trade. 


Germany's Balloon War Ships. 

The maneuvers of the Germanarmy corps 
which have taken place in various parts of 
the empire under the personal surveillance of 
William II have caused less attention than 
tho experiments at Spandau with the new 
balloon war ships of the Germanarmy. To 
all reports they proved acomplete success. 
Theso balloons are able tocarry a consid- 
erable quantity of explosives and may be 
easily transported on tayo one horse carts, 
The invention of a German ordnance officer 
permits the generation of the gas at the place 
of ascension. At these experiments a now 
explosive was used. Its destructive powers 
are said to be wonderful and far superior to 
melenite, with which the French bave sup- 
plied their forts, naval and field artillavy. 
Recent experiments made at Lydd and Ports- 
mouth, England, clearly prove that chemical 
compounds have superseded gunpowder as a 
propelling force for projectiles and filling for 
shells and cylindrical cored shot.—Philadel- 
phia Times, 


Tho Cost of Cremation. 

Cremation is not always cheap in Europe, 
asan oxtraordinary occurrence related by a 
New York Times correspondent illustratés. 
It seems that the proposed reform of the 
French burial laws not yet having taken 
effect, cremation is still illegal in France, so 
Frenchmen havo to go to Italy for the pur- 
pose. A Parisian who recently died was by the 
provisions of his will taken to Milan for cre- 
mation. The {Italian customs authorities le- 
vied $70 import duty on the body when it en- 
tered the country, and charged the same 
amount export duty on the ashes when taken

ness of wholesaling cigars, teas and liquors, 
On May 11th 1885 Balkwill obtained from 
C. D. Fuller a temporary loan of $500, 
Mr. Fuller giving his cheque for that sum, 
From May I11th until “August 8th the 
money was unpaid. Fuller on or about 
the Sch day of August asked Balkwill for 
the money or security. Balkwill said he 
had not the monoy, but would give security, 

Several parcels of cigars were then se 
lected, an invoice made out, invoicing the 
selected cigars at $1010, manufacturers’ 
prices, and the cigars were delivered at 
Fuller's place of business. 

At the time of selection Fuller stated 
that unless Balkwill paid the money with- 
in afew days he would realize upon the 
cigars, and Balhwill assented to this being 
done. 

After a short period of four or five days, 
Fuller sold the cigars to Mr. Robertson, re- 
ceiving Alex. Robertson's note for $555. 
Robertson sold them to Wallace for $606, 
and paid his note, Fuller retained $16 
for his interest and paid Balkwill $40 —bal- 
ance received from the sale, Balkwill bit- 
terly complained to Fuller on account of 
the sale having been made. 

A point was attempted to be made as to 
the ‘erasure of Balkwill’s initials on the 
boxes and the painting of Robertson's ini- 
tials in their place ; this, howover, was stat- 
ed to be a common practice. 

Additional evidence of collateral facts of 
sales made to individuals at prices more or 
less under manufacturers’ prices by Balk- 
will was received, and evidence showing a 
deficit of $11,600 put in. Evidence that 
Balkwill’s books were dept irregularly was 
also putin. Sales of large parcels of cigars 
to one Lockhart as job lots with suspicious 
or unusual inyoices were relied upon. 

The collateral evidence was put in and 
was properly receivable toshow intent. It 
is essential that enough evidence should be 
adduced of the truth of the charge set forth 
in the information to justify my sending 
the prisoner for trial, no matter how strong 
the collateral facts may be. 

L do not think the prosecution make out 
in the Fuller case a sufliciently strong case 
to justify me to commit, 

There was no sale to Fuller. There was 
no fraudulent disposition of the cigars, if 
Fuller's evidence is to be believed. 

Fuller is a crown witness, who gives a 
clear account of the transaction. No one 
impeaches Fuller's testimony. The crown 
without Fuller's testimony have only a case 
at the utmost of suspicion. Fuller's evi- 
dence explains the transaction, and he 
swears t was nothing fraudulent about 
it, that he lent the money on accommoda- 
tion, not receiving pay obtained security, 
and realized upon it. There is in addition 
Wallace’s testimony, which is to the effect 
that although the cigars were invoiced at 
$1010 and sold to him for $606, he paid all 
they were worth—a fair price, Agoinst 
Wallace's statement is the manufacturer's 
evidence declaring the goods to be merchant- 
able, and sold at ordinary trade prices to 
Balkwill. The evidence does not warrant 
me in committing the prisoner on the charge 
of the sale to Fuller; he is discharged as 
regards that offence. 

The remaining charge, the alleged fraud- 
ulent sale to McGinnis of teas and cigars, 
presents a different case, Mr, McGinnis 
bought a large quantity of teas at about 40 
per cent less than the prices for which they 
were bought by Balkwill. Morgan Davis’ 
evidence showed the teas were good and 
merchantable, imported by himself and sold 
to Balkwill at fair prices. McGinnis’ evi 
dence differs from Davis’, inasmuch as he 
stated that he had got no more than a fair 
bargain and paid a reasonable price. 1 think 
the very large discount made by Mr. Balk- 
will is « suspicious circumstance. The sales 
of the cigara made to Mr. McGinnis were 
made at large discounts from manufacturers’ 
prices. Sales meade to many other persons 
were made at discounts, some large, others 
small, 

I think the sales to Lockhart were pe- 
culiar; such large sales, without individual- 
ization of brands or prices in jinvoico and 
atyled ‘job lots’"—the deficit unaccounted 
for is very large. Taking all these facts 
together, it seems to me that although pro- 
senting @ case that has many weak foa 
tures, and is not to be considered a strong 
case, yet that a case of sulticiont strongth 
is made out to justify me in sending tho 
prisoner for trial. 

Whether tho creditors had any right un- 
der this statute to take the course thoy 
have, considering that their notes were 
immature at the time of laying tho infor 
mations, when in fact the notes may have 
been the property of banks as discounted 
paper,is doubtful, There is also a question 
as to whother the atatyte can bo invoked

WasutINoTon, Oct, 2,—In the Senate to 
day Mr. Jones of Nevadaoffored a resolution, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, requesting the President 
to negotiate treaties with the Government 
of Her Britannic Majesty, and with the Re- 
public of Mexico, respectively, for the ex- 
clusion of Chinese laborers from the North 
American continent, and for the prevention 
of their entrance into the United States 
from the territory of either of such Govern-

have also to be paid for. When these ox- 
penses aro met, wo shall have vory little 
left of our surplus. These accounts have 
not yet been paid, because wo must have 
funds in the hands of the Treasurer to meet 
our ourrent expenses until the collectors 
bring in the amounts received by them. 

I would like to ask our supply and regu- 
lation committees, to watch their expenses 
very carefully during next year. We have 
now, I thiok, reached the limit of our ex- 
penditure until our accommodation is in- 
creased, and a great deal will depend upon 
the careful attention of our committees, I 
must not keep you much longer, as wo have 
a large amount of business before us. Before 
I close, however, 1 must thank you all for 
the great kindness and forbearance you have 
shown mé while trying to fulfil the duties 
of President during the past yoar. 1 have 
found the work, which otherwise would be 
yery trying, light and pleasant, owing to the 
efficient help t have repeiyed from my asso 
ciates in office, Allow me to remind you 
that last year I accepted re-election, on the 
understanding that it was for the year only.

Our association has reached the end of 
the 9th year of its labora—a year in which 
our faith and courage have sometimes been 
put to the test, still, the during which, we 
have had much to cheer and encourage us 
and our thanks are due to the Almighty 
God for the wonderful way He has smooth- 
ed our path and prospered our work. 

Two years have passed since the opening 
of the Hospital, and the knowledge of the 
blessing it has been to many in that time 
more than repays us for our efforts. Kighty- 
three patients have been treated since Oc- 
tober last, and everything has gone on 
well under the care and attention of the 
Medical Association, our matron, Miss 
Lincke, and the carefyl management of the 
Hospital Board. 

Two more of the private rooms have been 
furnished—one by Mr, Charles Gree, in 
memory of his wife, called the ‘*Annie” 
room, and another by Mr,John Bell, which 
is only one of the many fayors the associa- 
tion has received at his hands. Both are 
very completely and cosily fitted up, 

The introduction of the Water Works 
system into the building has been a great 
boon and has dono away with all the anx- 
iety and trouble our oflicers had to procure 
a suflicient quantity of water last yoar. We 
have to thank the Water Works company 
for laying the pipes free of charge. 

A great addition also to the comfort of 
the hospital has heen added by Mr. 
Ritchie’s donation of matting for the cor- 
ridors, ‘The surgery has been very much 
improved by a very handsome mantlepiece 
from the late Mrs, 8, B, Burdett, a grate 
to accompany the same from Mr. W,. 
Chown, a gift of linoleums for the floor 
from a friond. We have also to thank Mr. 
Stewart hunter for an appropriate picture 
called ‘*Faith, Hope and Charity’ whic 
hangs inthe woman’s ward. This ward 
has been further embellished by a beauti- 
ful screens from Mr. James Ross. One of 
the most acceptable gifts was a complete 
set of cutlery and silver ware from the Rey. 
Pr. George. We have again to thank Mr. 
W. W. Rathbun for tho timely gift of four 
tons of coal. 

Of course many things are yot needed 
before our building will be complete, Ar- 
rangements have been made for tho con- 
atruotion of a draln and we are conteinplat- 
ing the purchase of an improved rango, the 
increasing numbers of inmates making tho 
latter vory necessary, 


Our home has givon shelter to 14 
peoplo during the year, 7 males and 7 fe 
males, At present there aro only 11, two 
having beon removed by death, Edward 
Johnston, on Oot, 4th, L887, aged 72 yea.

Canada into the Union on the. basis of the 
assumption by the United States of tho 
national debt of Canada. - The information 
was so important that I deemed it my duty 
on Saturday evening to send a dispatch to 
this offect in my own name to the Canadian 
papers, After having done so, rofloction 
convinced me'that an effort might bo suc 
cessful to convince members of the conmit 
tes that they were mistaken in the 
belief that any very genoral senti- 
ment existed in Canada in favor 
of annexation, and that an invitation 
toa political union might seriously inter 
fere with nogotiations for a close commorcial 
connection, which it seemed under the 
strained relations of the two countries most 
dosirable should be consunimated 

I had prepared a fow days before, at the 
nest of my friond, Blakeley Hall, who 

revéntly returned from a trip through 
Canada, an tnterview which, fortunately 
for my purpose, camo out in The 
New York Sun’ of Sunday morning, and 
was simultaneously transmitted to a syndi 
cate of forty-two different influential journ 
als throughout the country. [was porsiaded 
that tho argumonts and conclusions of this ar 
ticle, tproperly presented to the mombers of 
thocomnlittes, would have great weight, back: 
edias it would’ probably be by influential 
editorial commont in numerons — leading 
journals. Laccordingly | wrote a letter, os 

or the copy below, to Hon. Jolin Sherman, 

hairman of the Senate Committee of 
Foreign Relations, and alsoto other mem 
bors of the committee. 

After having dono so it seemed’ wise’ that 
the dispatch which I had sent on Saturday 
night if, owing to Sunday intervening it 
had not been delivered to the newspapers, 
should not be transmitted, because if the 
committee had really reached such a decis- 
ion it would make the task on easier one to 
retraco its stops if no publicity had 
been given to its intention, Accordingly 
I telegraphed to the Associated Press agent 
at Toronto, if the despatch had not beon 
delivered to withhold it, Unfortunately 
he exceeded my instructions, for having had 
it delivered he without my authority sought 
its return, All tho newopapers Hos to 
this except two or threo, who of course 
made the most, not only of tho dispatch it- 
self, but of the attempt to recall it, entirely 
misinterpreting my motives. 

Tam glad to say, however, that no harm 
has come from this publication for it would 
soem as if the result of the letter to Senator 
Sherman, which I subjoin, and the argu- 
ments which were used in the extracts on- 
closed, were conclusive; and whatever had 
previously been determined upon, itis now 
certain that the invitation to Canada to join 
the Union will not at present be pressed. 

The following correspondence sufficiently 
explains the matter, and I submit willrelieve 
me from any charge of disloyalty, especially 
taken in connection with tho arguments 
which with all the force at my 
command, I had the good fortune to be able 
to present, not only to Mr. ‘Sherman and

A FRIGHTFUL EXPOSE OF JOBBERY. 


&5,000,000 of Uncle Sam's 
pletely Wasted,

poor. Besides all this, tho ladies have to 
provide the ways and means for meeting 
the interest upon the mortgage on the 
beautiful buildings in which the inatitu- 
tions under their charge are located, aud 
which, as is woll known, are the result of 
their untiring energy and industry during 
sevoral years. 

That the duties which the ladies assum 
ed have been ably and faithfully discharg- 
ed is evidenced by the reports laid before 
their organization, The difficulties, the 
annoyances, the distressing and repulsive 
acenes which these willing workers have 
had to encounter and to witness are not 
and cannot be specified in a report and can 
be but imperfectly guessed at by tho pub. 
lic at large: So quiotly, however, are those 
arduous labors performed that but seldom 
is anything heard of. them, and in conse- 
quonce the sympathy extended to the work 
ers and the assistanco in money and in kind 
voluntarily tendered to them in aid of the 
public institutions provided by their well 
directed energy and maintained by their 
solf-sacrificing exertions, fall far short of 
what they ought tobe. We trust that this 
brief and insufficient reference tothe subject 
will have some effect in arousing the libor- 
ality of our people, so that not only may 
the mortgage of about $2,180 on the build- 
ings be wiped out at an early date, but that 
contributions for the maintenance of the 
institutions and the comfort of their in- 
mates may be largely increased in the fu- 
ture.

| Methodist Missionary Society oxtond its 
operations, oxponding as oconomic ally and 
effectually as it can woll nigh a quartorofa 
million dollars, raised annually by the 
Church for Missions, providing for its 
schools, its children’s homes and houses of 
rofuge, forits five hundred ministers, la- 
borers and agents on ite five hundred mis 
sion fields, with their membership of well 
nigh fifty thousand, embracing, besides the 
population on circuits that are not self. sup 
porting in all the provinces, Indians in the 
North-West Territories and Manitoba, and 
British Columbia, Japaneso in their own 
flowery empire, and Chinese on our Pacific 
coast. And to all this the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Society of the Church are adding 
their own grand and successful work cf 
contributions—missionaries, teachers, in- 
stitutes and homes. The consideration of 
such enterprises in their midst did Manito 
ba no harm and could not but cheer the 
Christianity, and especially the Methodism 
of that Province and the almost limitless 
North West, Other churches could see 
that they shall haye help, if not even the 
stimulus of healthfal emulation in Christian 
work ; anothor Methodist people could see 
that they are remombered and supported 
by the Methodism of the Dominion from 
ocean to ocean, 

None of the Churches can, with regard 
to this land, confine their view to tho pres- 
out year or even the present goneravion 
Chere can be no doubt, if our Dominion is 
ever to run up into the tens of millions of 
people—and who doves not fully expect it— 
that this is the land where the vast popula- 
tion must gather, Hore is the broad cx- 
panse, hero the fertile soil, hero tho capa- 
bilities of the maintenance of the millions, 
occupied and improved us yet scarcely by 
the hundreds. And where settlement and 
cultivation shall have removed disadyan- 
toges and disabilities, eyen now fast disap 
pearing, unless there bo terrible neglect by 
the Churches, and terrible mismanagement 
by Governments (may it not be) there must 
arise an intelligent, virtuous, free and happy 
commouwealth, that shall have no need to 
envy or fear a mighty nation further south, 
that in political heat and for electioncering 
purposes talks retaliation. 

As yet the majority of the people, con 
taining the majority of those building up 
the wealth and institutions of the country, 
are from Ontario. Neither native Mani- 
tobans norimmigrants from the Kurope 
or the United States are any largo share of 
the inhabitante, though all theso classes are 
ropresented in the country, What this 
land wants, as Goldwin Smith put it, is 
** folks, fuel, freedom,” and as this was 
said about the time of the last Provincial 
election, it thinks it hag the last now. The 
fuel question does not give much trouble 
yet, especially as the elevators burn wheat, 
and the pressure for fuel by the coming in 
of more people will open up the coal fielde, 
so after all the one demand is folk, good 
settlers. Everywhere we go we find On- 
tario friends, and right glad are they to 
greet us, and right royally they treat us. 
Our board shared hospitalitios such ag 
others haye known before us. First we 
had a banquet and publio reception in the 
church, Then the Mayor and Council of 
Winnipeg gave us a fine processional ride 
through their splendid city of broad streets, 
paved avenues, palatial residences and 
magnificent public buildings, closing up the 
afternoon's entertainment with a civic feast 
in their City Hall, perhaps unsurpassed in 
the Dominion, and another public reoap- 
tion in the Council chamber, worthy of 
older corporations than Winnipeg. Nor is 


the private bounty of the citizens less re- | 


markable than the public hospitality. They 
are our kinsmen and countrymen, and make 
our visit a triumphal procession and a royal 
feast. Perhaps, also, they have an eye to 
business; as 1 heard one gaffer saying ta 
another on the street, ‘Oh, we'll send them 
away with full stomachs and good opinions.” 
Even railroad corporations, sometimes call- 
ed heartless, showered on us their favors ; 
for they kindly carried our men to any part 
of Manitoba free, and at reduced rates to 
the Pacific const, as they might choose. 
Who dares cry out against a C. P. R. mo- 
nopoly after that ? Who dares imagine there 
ever was a monopoly from hearts so kind 
and ways so polite? 

Winnipeg is hopefully and vigorously 
rising from the effects of the financial squall, 
“the boom”, though the places it struck yet 
bear the marks of its strength and violence. 
There are the vast edifices and the little 
huts, the corner lots far out on the prairie, 
and the vast foundations of structures that 
were to be, And best of all, there are the 
stirring, hopeful, courageous,and anterpris- 
ing people.

The question of ** what will the harvest 
bo /" has long since been settled, and now 
the question of what will prices be? is the 
absorbing one with the farming community, 
A few loads of barley have been offered, 
which found ready sale at 60c. to 72c. per 
bushel. Tho market for barley cannot be 
said to be fully opened, most being sold on 
the riso, Tho largest dealer in the city is 
reported as having said this woek that bar 
ley would open here at 800, Mozzrs, Gay- 
lord, Downey & Co.'s Oswego grain circular 
of the 1st says 

**Thore has been considerable inquiry for 
barley the past week, but as there has beon 
80 little on the market few sales have been 
made, 

The Maltsters want somo to start their 
houses, and will pay what they consider 
high prices for it, after that if it should 
move freely they would be apt to hold off 
buying thoir stocks, and take it only as 
they need for immediate use—atill if any 
large quantity should be shipped west 
prices would lively be well maintained, 

“Barley could be sold at say 82@83 for 
No. 2, 85@86 for extra twoand 90c for No, 
1, last year’s grades. No Bright Barley 
has arrived here yet.” 

Tho wheat market has had ao veritable 
boom and looks as if going out of sight com- 
pared with the past few ycars. From §1 
to $1.10 is paid on the street and a dealer 
here has instructions from a large milling 
firm to secure all the wheat offered,so that 
it would look as if $1.10 was not the limit 
that would be paid for a first-class ar- 
ticle.

Work was com- 
menced in this in..e a good many years ego, 
iu mente works were erected at a cost of 
very many thousands of dollars. From some 
cause all the machinery that was first put in 
was taken out, and other machioery substi 
tuted, This yreatly increased the expondi- 
ture, and with other causes, contributed to 
the cessation cf work some four years ago. 
At the present writing the works are idle, 
[he tailings hsve been sold to Mr. Taylor, 
and with the assiatarce of two men he is 
washing them overand i: making about S100 
a week. There are some four mives on the 
property. Fur shafte have been eunk on 
the main yein to a depth of 130 feet, 105 
feet, 40 feet, and 25 feot, respectively. 
About 1,000 feet of drifting has been done 
The main vein where exposed is about 4 
feet wide. The matrix is quartz The ore 
is mispickel, carrying gold. The percent 
nye <farsenic and sulphur is yery large. 
The ore consequently is refactory, but with 
economical management the arsenic should 
pay the expenses of mining. Mr. Robert 
eon, the gentleman in charge cf tho com- 
pany's property, purchased the grey or un- 
refined arsenic that was left in the mill 
when it shut down, refined part of it, and 
shipped the refined article, amounting to 
some 18 tons, to new York, where it sold 
for ab .ut $60 a top, and is pronounced in 
New York the purest and best that has 
been offered in that market, 

When the mill was being worked the ore 
yielded about $9 to the ton of gold ; but as 
at that time the treatment of this kind of 
ore was not thoroughly understcod, a great 
deal of the gold passed into the tailings, and 
Mr. Taylor, who is now making a good thing 
by rewashing the tailings, says there atill re 
mains a good deal of gold in the tailings after 
they are rewashed by him, which he is not 
in & position to extract,not havingthe proper 
machinery. ‘There seems to be little doubt 
that at some future time this property, un- 
der economical and skilful management will 
be worked, and pay a good dividend. Itis 
a pity to see such valuable plant and such 
fine property remaining idlo, and gradually 
wasting away. 

After leaving the Consolidated wo drove 
to Blairton, a further distance westward ot 
about twelve miles. There is a large deposit 
of iron ore there, and for many years a 
great deal of the ore was raised, as may be 
seen by the maases of refuse that have been 
removed in the course of the work, and are 
now lying around the opening. 

Unfortunately the gentleman who has 
charge of the property was away from home, 
and so we were unable to obtain much valu- 
able information which, had he been there 
he could have given us. Mr, Merritt made 
a careful examination of the ore where ex 
posed, and of the surrounding rock. What 
ore we could seé was of very good quality. 
The opening appeirs to be about 200 feet 
across, but how deep it is not possible to 
say, as it is now fillod with water.

| A YAS KEK MANUFPAGTURBL SAYS THAT PAPER 


Is NOW MADE FROM NEARLY EVERYTHING, 

** We are now making about everything, 
from a shirt to a car wheel, oub of paper; 
but we are also making paper out of nearly 
everything,” said a Yankow manufacturer to 
a Telegram reporter, 

‘Tho most recent invention in our trade 
(and it is one which bids fair to revolution: 
ize it altogether) is the process of making 
paper out of cotton, It was recently dis- 
covered by a gontleman from Georgia, who 
has thus opened up another great industry 
South, for the hulle of the cotton 
seed, hitherto considered utterly worthless 
—fa piere waste, in fact—are now found to 
be the most valuable for the making of pa- 
per pulp. 

** The discoverer, after much study, came 
to the conclusion that the hulls could be 
made into paper pulp, An analysis of the 
hull showed that it is composed of nine 
layors, the two uppor ones being black and 
coarse, whilo the remaining seven are of 
yory fine fibre, and after boing subjected to 
a certain chomical process can be bleached 
a floecy white, About 500 of these hulls 
wore sent toa paper mill for experiment, 
and the result was the product of the finest 
textile pulp that tho ciomist had ever seen, 
while the paper woven from the pulp makes 
a much better and smoother article than 
ordinary ‘news print,’ as well as a good 
quality of writing paper.’ 

*‘Oan paper bo made cheaper from this 
pulp than by the old process {” 

“Tho time and cost of reducing the hulls 
to pulp is only 50 per cent. of what the 
present process requires, thus the price of 
paper will be reduced about one-half, while 
the quality will bo much better. Perhaps 


{ cas, . lustrate the éxact difference in this 
way: To reduce the poplar wood to pulp 
requires \wolve Cegroes of baume liquid, 


with 120 pounds of steam pressure, and 
the time consumed is sixteen hours, but 
with the cottonseed hulls the time is only 
eight hours, with one-half the liquid and 
steam pressure, 

‘In addition the cotton etalks can be 
used as woll for the manufacture of pulp, 
and by tho proceas stated above can be 
made to produce a good class of paper.”

Killing a Woodchuck. 

One old woodchuck, I remember, con 
structed his burrow almost in the center of n 
twenty acre clover lot, and every attempt to 
capture him in any kind ‘of o trap utterly 
failed. It was tho rarest thing in the world 
to even catch him standing up at the en- 
trance of his burrow during the day, but 
frequently we would se him just bead and 
shoulders out of it. Itseemsto me I must 
have fired thirty or forty times at it under 
such circumstances from the outer side of the 
stone wall which surrounded the field, and 
that, too, with a heavy old fashioned muzzle 
loading Kentucky rifle, which at seventy-five 
to one hundred yards was good nearly every 
time for all small game. But here every 
shot failed; a cloud of dust would puff up at 
the very entrance of the burrow and each 
time I would confidently walk over to pick 
him out, but no, next day at noon he was 
there again, looking out as smiling as ever. 
Ho was finally captured by my cruelly tying 
a Colt’s revolver to a stout stick driven down 
within a few feet of the burrow and training 
the aim down the entrance and then tying a 
long string to the trigger. I waited behind 
the wall till he again showed himself, when 
the success ot the device sealed his doom.— 
Forest and Stream. 

Palace Cars for Hens, 

One of the latest improvements in the 
transportation of poultry is a patent palaco 
car on the Lackawanna railroad, designed 
for the conveyance of live fowl. The car is 
two feet higher than the ordinary freight 
ear, contains 116 compartments, each one 
four feet square, in a series of eight decks, 
with an aisle runing through it crosswise 
and another one lengthwise. Tho capa- 
city of the car is from 3,500 to 4,500 fowls, 
according to the season of the year. By 
a system of drop decks the fowls are 
loaded and unloaded at the bottom of the 
car, the sides of which are of strong wire 
netting, in which are the doors to the several 
compartments. On the top of the car in the 
center isa water tank large euough to sup- 
ply a full load on a journey of 2,000 miles. 
Each compartment is supplied on three sides 
with abundant food and water, by a system 
of troughs and hose that is easily worked on 
the inside, no matter how great a speed the 
train may be going at, The food is carried 
in a box or tank beneath the car,—Railway 
News. 

Four Type Colors of Hair, 

There are four type colors of bair—white, 
blonde, black and brown—and each of theso 
has been subdivided into sixteen different 
shades, Tho commonest types are black and 
brown, and these are cheap, Golden brown 
is much in favor, as is pure black, or what is 
called blue black. Next to pure white hair 
the demand is for hair of the color of virgin 
gold. There are many braids made of hair 
colored to meot the demand with certain 
preparations, but they prove unsatisfactory. 
Many foolish women have sought to change 
the color of their own tresses, but they have 
uniformly repented the attempt. A fine suit 
of hair of the purest blonde type will sell for 
from 1,000 francs to 2,500 francs. It is said 
that the Empress Eugenie paid 1,000 francs an 
ounce for a braid of golden hair that exactly 
matched her own.—Emile Nouveau in Phila- 
delphia Times.

wore filled with cigars. 

The success of this action led othtrs to 
fallow the boys’ example and a riot resulted. 
The streets wore jammed with a howling 
mob and the tra¢ks were covered with 
obstructions. Some employes of the road 
and Oflicers removed the debris, but as fast 
as it was taken away it waa replaced. The 
mob became so greatthat the sergeant in 
command of the men ordered a charge. 
The officers responded with a will and made 
a rush, using their clubs freely. Men, boys 
and women were hit. A woman named 
Wide, who was particularly demonstrative 
against the new men, was badly hurt by a 
sevére blow. Three men who were caught 
spiking the rails at Halsted-street were 
arrested. 

Altogether about fifteen cars were run at 
irregular intervals ay the North Side during 
the day Everywhere the new drivers and 
conductors were greeted with hisses from 
the crowd who filled the streets, Very fow 
people rode in the cars. 

A disturbance marked the ending of the 
trip of the West Sidé cars this evening. A 
dense mob obstructed the police laden cars 
on thedown trip. After passing Halstead- 
street nothing serious happened until the 
cars were approaching the western terminus 
on the return. Then the crowd surged 
around the conveyances in such a compact 
mass that it was impossible for the horses to 
move, A platoon of police with clubs forced 
a way for tho leading car but the one follow- 
ing was brought to a stop. A wooden 
wedge had been suddenly inserted in the 
Western-avenue switch by some person im 
the mob. Superintendent Nagel was the 
drivor of tho disabled car.” He scemed to 
be the object of special dislike from the 
strikers and their sympathizers, In a mo- 
ment after the car stopped the vicinity was 
a pandemonium, stones and sticks were 
hurled atthe car and the air rang with 
yells and curses and a’ flying brick caught 
the Superintendent in the stomach.  Utter- 
ing an oath he pulled a revolver from his 
overcoat pocket and turned monucingly to- 


ward the crowd, Conductor Harris. who 
had been discharged by the Company 
for cause long before the strike 


but reemployed in the emergency, quickly 
followed the example of the Superintendent. 
They were promptly disarmed by the police, 
Nagel left thecar and when off his guard 
®& moment received @ stunning blow on the 
jaw from a heavy built man. A general 
scrimmage ensued in which Nagel and his 
brawny «assailant ‘were roughly handled. 
Tho latter, a Chicago and Northwestern 
awitchman named Gleason, had to be 
mercilessly clubbed and then sat upon in 
the patrol wagon by half a dozen police- 


men before he could be subdued. Others 
wore scarcly less determined and but 
for the fact that ull appeared to be 


unarmed they would have scarcely finished 
without the sacrifice of a number of lives. 
One of the cars on tho north side*came 
near going into the river with its load of 
ussengers, most of whom were women. 
There isa steep grade leading to tle State- 
street bridge and just os the car started 
down this incline the bridge began to turn 
to let a vessel through. ‘The driver becaine 
pone stricken and forgot how to use tho 

rake and the car moved with accelerating 
speed toward the open draw. The women 
screamed and fainted and some of them fell 
off the car. The {bridge tender, at the risk 
of having the structure run into by the 
approaching vessel, closed the draw as 

nickly as possible but only in time to catch 
the Reese ink car which was on the brink.

Canad an Hops, 


It is mow known that England will only 
take the very choicest Canadian hops, and 
consequently some of our Weatero dealers 
and epeculators who bought freely in Prince 
Edward County with the intention of ex- 
porting, very wisely took advantage of the 
recent excitement and unloaded on this 
side at a good prefit. One party disposed 
of about 100 balea in the West, at 270. per 
tbh. which coat him on average of I8c, net- 
ting him about 9.. per Ib. A round lot of 
old 1880‘hops, which was purchased a few 
weeks ago at To., hasbeon disposed of in 
broken lots at l4o. It is admitted, however, 
that the above profits could not be realized 
to-day. A country dealer, who wps offered 
20c. per lb. for his new hops at Prescott, 
Ont,, waa in the city last week offering them 
at 25c., but after his day's work he called 
at the office of the Trude Bulletin, and 
stated that he had called upon some of the 
principal brewers and dealers, and that he 
was very much disappointed at not being 
able to get 20c., the price he had been offer- 
ed at Prescott. Most of our brewora are 
pretty well supplied and are waiting for the 
arrival of new German hops. when they 
will be independent of Canadian to a great 
extent. A new feature in the hop trade, 
has been the arrival at this port of several 
lots from Oregon Territory en route for 
Liverpool, the freight from here being 4c. 
por lb.—Trade Bulletin. 


SHURCH OF OUR IMMACULATE LADY.

There is no abatement of popular 
ideas and oxcitement, and everything points 
toa revival of the slumming craze of 1883, 
as the outgrowth of the recent tremendous 
influx of visitors to the cast end districts 
Already the public are asked 
toa fund for the establishment of an im- 
mense laundry in which to provide work for 
Magdalenes, to establish lodging houses for 
street boys and girls and in other ways to 
mimiiize the appalling memsure of vice in 
the lower quarters of the motropolis. 

Tam informed bya gentleman, who stands 
in close relation at Scotland Yard, that sey- 
eral of the leading detectives have thrown 
over the clues and ideas heretofore taken up 
and are working on an entirely new and 
most remarkable theory.

midnight, as told in the first part of the 
book. Not only have the police been brought 
to the astotinding position, through » hat 
they claim is direct evidence sorrotorative 
of sucha theory, but they are industriously 
working with a particular individual in 
view, and thoy believe they are truly upon 
the right track. If it be so, London is pro- 
mised for a not far distant future a sensa- 
tion of such magnitude that the tragedics 
leading to it will sink alinost into insignific- 
ance beside it. 

My informant tells me that a well-known 
prosperous resident of Grosvenor-square is 
the man thus under police surveillance, He 
moves in the best society and is completely 
removed from derogatory suspicion aniong 
those who are his daily associates. ‘This 
man, however, as I am assured, has been 
tracked and traced until it is absolutely 
established that he docs lead a double life. 
This Dr, Jekyll lives for the eminently re 
spéctable world in which he moves. The 
other self,like Mr. Hydo, lives mysteriously, 
revoltingly.

The ‘How D'ye Do?" Season, 

Tho ‘How dye dof” season has fully come, 
and the period in which greetings are often- 
est heard is the present earliest days of 
autumn, when the summer, though dead, is 
not yet borne to her chilly tomb by Pater 
Time. These are tho days of ‘How d'ye dof’ 
between countless thousands; between briefly 
sundored friends, between widely separated 
comrades in the battles of the past, come to 
join in the veterans’ reunion and the Grand 
Army's gatherings. These are days as full of 
social warmth and heartiness as they are of 
autumnal sunshine, and as rich in the awak- 
ening of friendships a8 in varied fruits and 
harvests.

A Hawatian Princess’ Funeral. 

The report of the fluance committes on the 
state funeral of her Royal Highness Princess 
Likelike has been printed. The orders seem 
in general to havo been given by the king 
parsonally, accompanied in some cases by a 
more or less definite representation that the 
government would assume them, or that the 
privy. council would pass a resolution to 
settle the bills. Asan example of the reck- 
lessness and wanton profusion of the oxpen- 
diture, the following facts will suffice: Right 
hundred and thirteen suits of clothing for 
men and boys, 458 shirts, 740 hats, 716 pairs 
of shoes, 887 dresses, to say nothing of the 
other articles of attire, masculine and fem- 
inine, were given out, the aggregate cost 
being over $22,000. 

The committee find that commissions were 
paid to certain parties for orders, and that, 
as Mr. Mantalini would say, orders were 
pressed on persons who had no possible use 
for anything of the sort. Another expedient 
which was practiced was to take out the 
amount of the orderin other things—an or- 
der for a black mourning suit in baby 
clothes, for instance. The committee recom- 
mended the payment of claims to the amount 
of something over $10,000, designating cer- 
tain claims, which are clearly for legitimate 
and necessary expenses, to be paid in full, 
and declaring that the rest be divided among 
the different claimants as shall seom proper. 
Asto the residue the claimants should pro- 
ceed against his majesty’s estate, which, ao- 
cording to the showing before the committee, 
seems clearly liable for the amount,—Hono- 
lulu Gozette,

[Throughout the journey to Rome 
Emperor William met with a cordial 
welcome, Crowds were gathered at all the 


stations and greeted the royal visitor with 
shouts of ‘Long live Germany and Italy.” 
\fter long and difficult negotiations it was 
found impossible for Emperor William to 
visit the Vatican before receiving the Italian 
state dignitaries, It has been settled that 
the Emperor will go to the residence of Baron 
von Schloezer to ay Thence the Emperor 
will drive to the Vatican in tho state car- 
riage which, with the horses, was specially 
sent irom Lerlin for that purpose 

Before leaving the Vatican the ag 
will confer with Cardinal Rampollo in a 
private apartinent, After making _ his 
adious to the Popo he will return to the 
Prussian Logation and will drive thence to 
the Quirinal in the Italian stato carriage. 
Emperor William has ordered the syndic to 
thank the people of Rome for the enthusi- 
astic greeting extended to him. 

The Irredentists have scattered inflam 
matory bills headed ‘‘Down with the Triple 
Alliance’ and similar expressions, through 
the atreets. 

Emperor William visited the residences 
of the Duke of Aosta and the Duke of 
Genoa. In the ovening he attended a grand 
family banguet given in his honor at The 
Quirinal, te Emperor several times ex- 
pressed his thanks to King Humbert tor 
the cordial reception oxtended to him de- 
claring that he was deeply touched.

SUDDEN DEATH, 
A Custom Official Found Dead in His

Others begged 
for help in various ways and with 
the most piteous appeals Every 
few minutes one of the poor victims 
would die. Some were being scalded 


by the escaping steam, some were crushed 
to death and some dying slowly of their 
awfulinjurics. To look on and be power- 
less to render aid was enough te drive a 
man mad. I hope I may never witness 
such a scene again. At 6.30 this evening 
tho funeral train arrived in Wilkesbarre 
bearing 57 dead bodies. They had been 
partially prepared for burial and lay on 
boards placed upon the backs of the seats in 
three passenger coaches. It was an awful 
bight indeod to look through the long 
coaches at the bodies, each covered with a 
white cloth, Here the form of « boy of 12 
years and beside it a stalwart man, As the 
train drew up to the depot it 
took a dozen policemen to Iteep 
back the frantic crowd of friends and 
relatives who had come from Scrantan and 
Pleasant Valley to meet their doad, 
A spc olal coach had been proy ided for these 
friends but they insisted upon entering the 
cars containing the dead, and were only 
stopped by force and the efforts of five 
priests who were on the train, One body 
was removed from the cara at Wilkesbarre. 

The train then continued on ,its way up 
the Delaware & Hudson road to Miner's 
Mills and Scranton. The people in the 
special coach again began to clamor for 
permission to enter the foneral car but 
were again refused, it being alleged that no 
one had the keys. Several who were in 
search of missing friends became des 
perate and soon broke down the car door 
and began a frantic sea:ch for their loved 
ones. Clothes were tari) from the mangled 
and scalded bodies, revealing the gay uni- 
form of St, Aloysius men, cadets and other 
members of societies. Those who knew 
their relatives were on board also flocked 
into the car aud began rearranging the attire 
or coverings of the corpses. Many were 
distorted and in horrible attstudes, and 
friends endeavored to lessen their frightful 
appearances, At Miners’ Mills tho train 
stopped to leaye the bady of James Flynn. 
No lights could be obtained and much of 
the work was done in partial darkness It 


was as the train drew up at Pleasant 
Valley that the most  heartrending 
scenes were enacted. Ropes had boen 


stretched about the depot and guards 
kopt the immense throng 3. k. The shrieks 
and screams of striokon friends and relatives 
were pitiful in the extreme, The first body 
carried out was that of Oscar Gibbous, 13 
years of age, borne in the arms of his stal- 
wart brother, Then one after another 
forty-six white sheeted bodies wero carried 
out and given into the charge of friends 
The shrieks and cries af the womon and 
hoarse shauts and imprecations of the men 
made a terrible scene. When all were out 
the train again pulled out to bear the re- 
maining dead to Scranton, Minooke, and 
points beyond.

cbant, who had been a good while shaky in 
his limbs and had poor spells, is called to 
leaye the world, and one morning after he 
had read the twenty-third Psalin, about ‘'The 
Lord is my Shepherd,” ho closes his eyes on 
this world, and an angel who had been for 
many years appointed to watch the old man’s 
dwelling cries upward the news that the pa- 
triarch's spirit isabout ascending. And the 
twelve angels who keep the twelve gates of 
heaven unite in crying down to this ap- 
proaching spirit of the old man: ‘Como in 
at iny of the twelve gates you choose! Come 
in and welcome, for it has been told all over 
these celestial neightorhoods that you saved 
aman.” 

There sometimes come exigencies in the 
life of & woman.

Fifteen Widowed aud Thirty-One Orphan- 
od by the Terrible Catastrophe—What 
It Will Cost the Company. 


WILKeEsBARRE, Pa., Oct. 12.— There are 
few new developments in the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad accident to-day. The town of 
Picasant Valley, which furnished no less 
than 33 victims, is a grief-stricken place. 
All business has been suspended in the 
mines and elsewhere and universal sorrow 
prevails. The dead will all be buried to- 
morrow morning. 

Peter Kline and Terry Sullivan died this 
morning. This makes sixty-one victims 
The surgeons at tho Wilkesbarre hospital 
say at least half-a-dozen of their patients 
will die. The disaster makes fifteen widows 
and thirty-four orphans. It is estimated 
that the accident will cost the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad Company $500,000 to seftle 
with the relatives of the dead and injnred. 


A QUIET DAY AT CHICAGO. 


No Disturbance Raised by the Strikers— 
The Dynamite Bombs 

Cnicaco, Oct. 12,—This has been the 
quietest day since tho strike was inaugurat- 
ed, Onthe North Side cars were run ing 
all day with a diminished protective force. 
On the West Side cars were run on Madison- 
street after 10 a. m, Conferences took place 
between the strikers and President Yerkes, 
but were withont result, 

A number of conflicting statements were 
made to-lay in regard to the nature of the 
compound found ih the bombs which were 
placed on the Sedgwick-street tracks yes- 
torday afternoon, This arose from the fact 
that two kinds of bombs were found, those 
on Sedgwick-strect and others on State- 
street. The latter were harmless and the 
officials at police headquarters got the two 
roports mixed. Last evening after_ the 
bombs on Sedgwick-street were found Capt. 
Schaacksontforan expert connected with one 
of the big powder houses of Chicago and 
gave him the packages. The gentleman 
took them home and this morning brought 
them back, ‘It is dynamite,’’ said he to 
the captain ‘‘and there is enough of it to 
blow up this station,” One of the packages 
was taken to the city limits this morning, 
it ia said, and exploded. It made a great 
hole in the ground besides breaking a large 
piece of iron placed under it to test its force,

THE DUTY ON PACKAGES. 


———ee 


Following the shower of abuse which was 
poured by the Grit press upon the Customs 
Department for deciding that duty must be 
paid upon the baskets in which peaches are 
imported—a decision which was promulgat- 
od by the Commissioners of Customs during 
the absence of the Minister, but confirmed 
by him on his return—it is satisfactory to 
note in the editorial columns of an indepen- 
dent commercial journal a dispassionate and 
impartial reference to the matter. 

The Montreal Journal of Commerce in ita 
issue of the 12th inst., devotes an article 
conceived in the spirit which we have indi- 
cated to the subject. The Journal says: 

There is no more difficult position in a 

commercial country like Canada than that 
of the minister charged witfi enforcing the 
provisions of a protective tariff. The more 
energetic and painstaking he is, the greater 
tho certainty that (sooner or later) friction 
will arise between his department and somo 
of the many conflicting interests inseparable 
from a community deriving a large propor- 
tion of its necegsaries and luxuries from 
other and more powerful countries. Inthe 
Present chief of the Customs Department 
wo have certainly ono of the best informed 
and most painstaking ministers who have 
eyer held that important portfolio ; but no 
matter how great the care and judgment he 
may exercise in fulfilling his frequently 
perplexing duties, he could hardly hope to 
complete his term of office without issuing 
some ruling which would run counter to 
existing trade privilegesorcustoms. \W hen 
we add to this the acknowledgement, oven 
by those who have suffered by his decisions 
in moot-points, that no amount of political 
influence can induce him to alter a ruling 
which he considers just, we can easily seo 
that it was inevitable that one or other of 
our many importing industries would find 
their interests conflict with his interprota- 
tion of the law, and would naturally com 
plain of official intorferonce with cowmer- 
cial liberty. 

Our contemporary then refers to thy 
duty upon peach baskets as an instance in 
point, and after stating the case from the 
standpoint of the importer, shows that tho 
Canadian fruit growor has rights which 
are worthy of respect. Our peach harvest, 
it proceeds to state, is s0 small in compari- 
son with that of our neighbors across the 
line that we cannot afford to put up large 
mills to manutacturo poach-baskets solely. 
Whero the United States demand millions 
of those baskets the Canadian grower only 
calls for hundreds. Consequently wo can 
not make these baskots sufficiently cheaply 
in Canada, aud, therefore tho Canadian 
peach grower must purchase 
across the line, and pay a duty of $126 per

Hotel keepers would do well to bear in 
mind that an act was passed at the Inst 
session of the Ontario Legislature which 
makes imperative upon them, after Nov 1, 
to provide fico escapes for their buildings. 
lu connection with every hotel « xcoeding 
two storeys in height there must be at least 
one permanent outside stairway or ladder 
from the landings or tloors, lauding or floor, 
above the first etoroy of such hotel, extend- 
lng to at Icast said first storey, such staic 
way or laddor to be built of iron and to be 
firmly attached to the wall of the building, 
and to be supplied with a hand rail on either | 
side, and to bo of sviliciont strength to sus- 
tain tho weight of at least six full grown 
persons at tho same time. I[n | 
two,storoys in height the hotelkeeper is re 
quired to provide and keep in each of the 
sleeping apartments or bed roma which are j 
situate above the ground floor a fire escapo 
for the use of guests occupying tho same. 
Such fire escape shall be sufliciont within 
the meaning of this act if it consists of a 
rope not less than three quarters of an inch 
in thickness and of sufficient length to reach 
from the room or apartinent in which it is 
kept to the ground below, and is kept in a 
coil or other convenient position in each of 
the bedrooms or sleeping apartments. An- 
other clause in the act requires a notice to 
be posted in each room calling attention to 
the tire escape, and containing full direc- 
tions for their uso. Neglect of the provis- 
ions of this act entails a tine of from $20 to 
$200, and it is the duty of the inspector to 
see that the actis enforced. This isa good 
law and may be the means of saving many 
lives in case of fire.

Great Britain, let us also be true soldiers of 
the heavenly king. We shall have battles 
to fight not with swords, but with the spirit 
of truth. In this struggle let us prove our- 
selves every inch men. There is no man 
who should be ashamed of the cross of Christ, 
He is our captain, and we should take up 
our cross and followshim, We may have 
temptations and trials, and our associates 
may try to influence us in the wrong diroc- 
tion, but it is our duty to follow our com- 
mander ; Joshua did this, or he would never 
have gained the victories which crowned hia 
efforts.

Bishop Stewart and the Mohawk In- 
diana, 

Rey. G. A. Andorsoa, M. A., of Tyendi- 
naga Reserve, writes an interesting letter to 
the Canadian Church Magazine, in reference 
to Bishop Stewart's visit to the Mohawks. 
Mr. Anderaon interviewed John John, one 
of the oldest of his parishioners, who gave 
him an account of the Bishop's visit in his 
quaint manner as follows ;—‘‘The guod 
Fathor,” said he, ‘fixed a day for coming 
to see his Mohawk children, We were in 
the church from about 11 o'clock. John 
Hill, the catechist, was reading the con- 
firmation service in our language and 
explaining it. We had no minister 
then. When we heard the waggon we 
jumped up and went out. We all knew 
Mr, Campbell for he had been here before. 


[The good Father ehook hands with the 
Chiefs, and we all walked back to the 


church. Prayers were said; the bishop laid 
his hands upon the heads of twenty one ; I 
was of the number. We sang hymns in our 
tongue; my father was leader in mutic 
those days; big choir; nearly all the people 
sing. The Fathers both talked to us long 
time. John Hill interpreted. At that 
time our people began to bury at the place 
where the stone church now is. We walk 
ed through the bush past where the parson- 
age stands, fromthe church tothe grave,sing- 
ing all the way; we used to sing then going to 
graves, the bishop and Mr, Campbell went 
in front.”’ ‘It is not,” said I, *thalf a mile 
from the site of the old church to the pre- 
sent burying grounds,’ ‘'No, but through 
the woods white man think it long way. 
After the funeral we came back ; we made 
big fire in the stove and the Fathers sat and 
talked to us, Most of the people remained 
until the boat stopped, middle of the night; 
we walked to the wharf; I carried the 
bishop’s little trunk ; he shook hands with 
me and gave me money ; | forget whe was 
buried that big day.” The above is my old 
friend’s account of Bishop Stewart's visit 
and the ‘big day,” his confirmation. The 
church of those early days was that erected 
by the Mohawks soon after their arrival 
from the State of New York, a small frame 
building near the bay shore. Services were 
held init every Sunday by ao native cate- 
chist, paid by the Society for the Propa 
gation of the Gospe!, John Hill. The Missi- 
on, was occasionally visited by the rectors 
of Kingston, Picton and Belleville, until 
the appointment March 13th, 1831, of 
the late Rev. Saltern Givins, the date of 


which L extract from a memorandum 
which he left with me when I succeeded 
him in April, 1850., On the 29th of 


May, 1851, Trinity Sunday, I tind that 
the Holy Cemmunieh was celebrated in 
this parish, the Reverend Thomas Camp- 
bell, rector of Belleville, being cele:

FIGHT WITH A BEAR 


Catskills hays an Exciting 
Adlventure, 

Kuiyaston, N. Y., Oct. 16.—A big bear 
was killed in a cave in the Stoney Clove in

‘The cave Was soon filled with smoke, 
and as he sat half dozing over the red hot 
coals a peculiar sound in one corner of the 
cave attracted his attention, A growl or 
two convinced him that he either hada 
wildcat orn bear to deal with, He picked 
up his shotgun and fired it in the direction

For the next five minutes De Poy had 
his hands full, The annimal in the corner 
was a bear, and part of the shot lodged in 
Bruin’s flank, The wound maddened the 
brute, and it rapidly came shuffling along 
towards its assailant. De Puy fired again, 
but his aim was not truo and his shot went 
wizzing past one side of the bear, The 
hunter then used his gun over the brute’s 
head, and while trying to give ita second 
blow the stock camoin contact with a pro- 
jecting piece of rock and broke off short. 

The bear's innings followed, and before 
DePuy got through with it he did not 
know whether he was standing on his head 
or his foet The bear hugged him and al- 
most squeezed thy life out of the hunter, 
and fora minute or two prevented him 
from using his knife. The two had a rough

As soon as 
the work is done the money will be paid.”

taxation. Thisis an attempt to deceive. 
Taxes must be levied in some way, in order 
to meet the requirements of the public ser- 
vice. Under the protective system the taxes 
are levied in the form of duties of customs 
upon articles of foreign manufacture, and a 
few articles of foreign production or growth. 
Under the free trade system the revenue is 
raised chiefly from direct taxation, taxes on 
incomes, on horses, carriages, dogs, guns, 
and eo forth, and customs duties on tea and 
coffee, and a few other articles. 

Indirect taxation is borne, as nearly as 
possible equally by all, for the consumers 
pay taxes only on such dutiable articles as 
they consume ; and tho rates of duty are so 
Imposed as to tax most heavily the rich man’s 
luxuries. Direct taxation bears moat lightly 
on those who have the most elastic concien 
ces and so manage to escape their share of 
thetaxes. The experience in England has 
been that the poor man pays very much 
more than his share. 

Customs duties afford encouragement to 
home manufactures, and so give employ- 
ment to labor and capital by equalizing 
conditions as to production, 

Direct taxation opens tho markets of a 
country to the competition of the world. 

Canada long ago decided that the syatem 
of indirect taxation is the best suited to her 
circumstances, and that conviction is being 
strengthened by the results which have ac

CONSTITUTIONAL REVISION, 


The Governmental Bill Tatroduced tn the 
Fronch Chamber of Deputies, 


Panis, Oct. 16.—M. Floquet in his speech 
yesterday, on introducing in the Chamber 
of Deputies the bill for the revision of the 
constitution, expressed the belief that the 
nation desired that the constitution be re- 
vised. The republic, he said, would ro- 
main, ite existence was beyond discussion, 
since it was theis sue of universal suf- 
frage. Monarchism excluded every system 
of Government elected by suffrage. [Pro- 
tests from the Right.] M. Floquet de- 
clared that it was not proposed by revising 
the constitution to destroy Republican in- 
stitutions but to insure them. The revision 
was rather aimed against Royalist plots and 

lots for the creation of a dictator. M. 
Tloquet added that the bill proposed to 
grant the ministers a legal period during 
which they should remain in power. The 
Miri \ters would thus be less preoccupied 
with the voices of the Chambers, At the 
gaino 1) tlhe Chambers would always 
possess tho right to impeach ministers. He 
moyed that the bill be referred to a commit- 
tee. 

M. Andrioux demanded urgency and 
moved that the bill be referred to a special 
committee. 

M. Ribot denounced the proposals. 

M. Floquet insisted that the question be 
referred to an existing committee. Ho said 
he would regard the result of the vote as a 
question of confidence. 

M. Deimas in the name of the Moderates 
declared that from motives of patriotism 
they would support the Government. 

M. Floquet’s motion was passed by « vote

Tho Eucalyptus for Bollers. 


In their official report to Rear Admiral 
Gherhard!, commandant of the navy yard, a 
board of naval engineers stated they consid- 
ered the use of the eucalyptus boiler scale 
preyentive of great advantage in lessening 
the deposit of scale and in rendering what is 
deposited soft and easily removable, prevent- 
ing as it does the scale from adhering to the 
surface of the boilers. The test bad been 
employed in the steaming boilers of the 
Richmond for over a year, and the interior 
surfaces had been kept free from scale with- 
out the use of scaling tools, it being only 
necessary to wash the boilers out with a 
strong jet of water from the steamhose, In 
distilling boilers the depost# of scale was also 
lessened, The interior surfaces of tho boil- 
ers, these officers reported, show no sign of 
pitting or corrosion.—Scientific American. 


Philadelphia is said to be more over 
crowded with lawyers than any other city 
in the country.

The ou ti to be freighted 
woighs over 18,000 pounds and with the 
exception of the thresher and grist mill is 
now on the way to the Landing,to be taken 
from there to the head of Lesser Slave lake 
by the H. R CO. boats, and to be taken over- 
land the rest of the way some ninety miles. 
The thresher and mill will be brought in 
next apring. The horses and cattle will be 
driven through from the Landing to the 
hoad of Lessor Slave lake. The intention 
is Lo establish a mission to be called Shaftes 
bury, about 14 miles above the mouth of 
Smoky river, and have a farm in connec- 
tion, which will as far as possible supply 
the wants of the mission and the Indians, 
and whore the latter can receive practical 
instruction in agriculture, There will bea 
school in connection with the farm and an 
orphanage will be established if possible. 
Funds largely in excess of the annual grant 
of the church missionary society will be 
needed to carry on the work laid out for 
the proposed mission and Mr. Brick hopes 
that the church in Canada will take the 
matter up aud extend the needed assist- 
ance, The party left for the Landing on 
Tuesday and have still a journey of fifteen 
or twenty days to make in order to reach 
the Peace river. The Church of England 
deserves the highest credit for following up 
its missions with experimental instruction 
and supply farms in what may be called 
the fertile belt‘of the Mackenzie basin, at 
Duuvegan, Vermilion and Fort Laird, and 
is worthy of special encouragement and as- 
sistance on this ground alone, if on no 
others, from the public and government of 
Canada, The cost of establishing these 
missions and farms is very great, but not 
so great as the material advantage which 
will result from their success in demon- 
strating the agrioultural capabilities of the 
country, and in civilizing the native popu- 
lation and inducing them to become self 
supporting.

Lo was 
vory happy in his romarka, and at once I ut 
the audience into good humor. With re- 
gard to the policy of the Government, they 
intended moving along in tho lines that were 
laid down in 1875, Canada had nevor 
been miore prosperous than it was now 
Wherever you go, onst or wost, you find 
everybody contonted and happy Hi vory body 
except a fow jaundiced individuals, who 
looked at everything through tho sort of 
glass that eclipses are usually observed 
through. (Liughter.) Alluding to what 
Mr. Chapieau had said about the report of 
the Labor Commission, he regretted that 
he could not raise tho veil. Tho ovidenco 
had not been printed yot, nor the report 
of the commission framed, so that what was 
to be dono had not been decided, Alluding 
to therelations between this country and the 
United States, he ssid that no doubt many 
of them were irritated and annoyed at tho 
threats made by public men in tho neigh- 
boring country Against us. Ho was 
proud of the calm dignity with which the 
Canadians had looked the discussion 
and threats that were made. They could 
afford to look calmly ou the matter, because 
wo were conscious of being right. We 
knew that it was moroly thoatrical display, 
a sham battle.

Let 
the law tuko its course, ‘We must find 
sonie tribuhal to settle the true meaning of 
that treaty. There.is no fear of any ho,tile 
trouble with the United States, As he sald 
before, the two nations, as a last resort, 
would submit their differences to friendly 
arbitration. He sat down amid loud cheers.

dear Lord took them right out of their dazed 
aud frenzied state into perfect safety. How 
Christ feels toward the insane, youmay know 
from the kind way he treated the demoniac 
of Gadara and the child lunatic, and the 
potency with which he hushed tempests 
eithér of sea or brain, 

Scotland, the land prolific of intellectual 
giants, had none grander then Hugh Mille: 
Great for science and great for God, [He 
came of the best Highland blood, and was a 
descendant of Donald Roy, a man eminent 
for piety andthe rare gift-of second sight

God gave youn special trust 
in your life. He made youthe custodian of 
your life ashe mado yoy the custodian of 
no other life. He gave you as weapons with 
which to defend it two arms to strike back 
assailants, two eyes to wateh for invasion, 
anda naturallove of life which ought over 
to be on the alert. Assassination of others 
is a mild crime compared with tho assassina 

tion of yourself, because in the latter case it 
is treachery to an especial trust, it is the sur 

render of a castle you Were especially ap 

pointed to keep, it is treason to a natural law 
and it is treason to God added to ordinary 
niurder 

To show how God in the Bible looked upon 
this crime, Ll point you to the rogues’ 
picture gallery in some parts of the 
Bible, the piectares of the people who have 
committed this nunatural crime, Here is 
the headless trunk of Saul on the walls of 
Bathshan, Here is the man who chased little 
David—ten feet in stature chasing four 
Here is the man who consulted a clainvoy- 
ant, Witch of Endor, Here isa man who, 
whipped in battle, instead of surrendering 
his sword with dignity, a8 many a man has 
done, asks his servant to slay him; and when 
the servant declives, then the giant planta 
tho hilt of the sword inthe earth, the sharp 
point sticking upward, and ho throws bis 
body on it and expires, the coward, the sui 
cide, Here is Ahithopbel, the Machiavelli 
of uldeon times, betraying his best friend 
David in order that ho may become prime 
minister of Absalom, and joining that fel- 
low in his attempt at parricide, Not getting 
what ho wanted by change of politics, ho 
takes a short cut out of a disgraced life 
into the suicide’s eternity, There he is, the 
ingrate! 

iTere is Abimelech, practically a suicide, 
He is with an army, bombarding a tower, 
when # woman in the tower takes a grind 
stone from its place and drops if upon his 
head, and with what life he has left in his 
cracked skull be commands his armor bearer; 
“Draw thy sword and slay me, lest men say 
& women slew me.” There is bis post mortem 
photograph in the book of Samuel, But tho 
hero of this group is Judas Iscariot, Dr, 
Donne says ho was a martyr, and we baye in 
our day apologists for him. And what won. 
der, in this day when we have a book reveal- 
ing Aaron Burr as a pattern of virtue, and in 
this day when we uncover a statue to George 
Sand as the benefactress of literature, and in 
this day when there are betrayals of Christ 
on the part of someof his pretended apostles 
—a betrayal so black it makes the infamy of 
Judas Iscariot white! Yet this man by his 
own hand hung up for the execration of all 
the ages, Judas Iscariot. 

All the good men and women of the Bible 
left to God the decision of their earthly ter- 
minus, and they could havo said with Job, 
who had a right to commitsuicide ifany man 
ever had—what with his destroyed property, 
and his body all aflame with insufferable car 
buncles, and everything gone from his home 
except the chief curse of it, a pestiferous wife, 
and four garrulous people pelting him with 
comfortless talk while he sits on a heap of 
ashes scratching his scabs with a piece of 
broken pottery, yet crying out in triumph: 
"All the days of my appointed time will I 
wait till my change come,” 

Notwithstanding the Bible is against this 
evil and the aversion which it creates by the 
loathsome and ghastly spectacle of those who 
have hurled themselves out of life, and not- 
Withstanding Christianity is against it, and 
the arguments and the useful lives and the 
illustrious deaths of its disciples, it is a fact 
alarmingly patent that suicide is on the in 
crease, 

What is the cause! I charge upon infidel- 
ity and agnosticism this whole thing. If 
there be no hereafter, or if that hereafter be 
blissful without reference to how we live and 
how we die, why not move back the folding 


doors between this world and the next? And _ 


when our existence here becomes trouble- 
some, Why not pass right over into Elysium 
Put this down among your most solemn re- 
flections, arf consider it alter you go to your 
homes: there baS never been a case of suicide 
where the operator was not either demented, 
and therefore irresponsible, or an infidel. 1 
challenge all the ages, and 1 challenge tho 
whole universe, There never bas been a caso 
of self destruction while in full appreciaGion 
of his immortality and of the fact that that 
immortality would be glorious or wretched 
according as he accepted Jesus Christ or re- 
jected him 

You say it is a bus'ness trouble, or you say 
10 is electrical currents, or it is this, or it i 
that, or it is the other thing Why not go 
clear back, my friend, atid acknowledge that 
in every case it is the abdication of reason or 
the teaching of infidelity which practically 
says; “If you don't like this ife get out of 
it, aud you willland either in annihilation, 
where there ure no notes to pay, no persecu- 
tions to suffer, no gout to torment, or you will 
land where there will be everything glorious 
and nothing to pay for it.” Intidelity always 


has been apologetic for self immolagion. After

RIOTING IN OHICAGO. 


Sunday Wiinesses a Mecurrence of the 
Street Car Disturbances, 


Curcago, Oct. 22,—Judging from the ex- 
perience of Sunday « ternoon and Saturday 
night, the imported conductors and drivers 
in the employ of the North Chicago Street 
Railway Company will continue indefinitely 
to have u hak road to travel. Wully 300 of 
the old hands are now out of work, mainly 
owing, they claim to an unfair construction 
placed by President Yerkes upon tho agree- 
ment of Inst Sunday, Allihesemenand thei 
sympathizers aro intensely bitter in de 
nunciation of the new men, Clybourne- 
avenue and Halsted-streot were the scene of 
disorder yesterday. At this point huge 
timbers and loads of brick were thrown 
across the streot forming a serics of obstruc- 
tions resembling in some respects regulation 
barricades, The ncighboriiood is densely 
BOPEIALAGS with working people, and these 
being idle on Sunday filled the sidewalks, 
windows and housetops. ; 

All women passengers and several men on 
the first car to approach had been fright- 
ened off by crowds of yelling boys before 
reaching tho obstructed corner. A couple 
of strangers in the city, a reporter, the con- 
ductor and driver and the two policemen 
acting as guards were the only ones who re- 
mained, When the car was brought toa 
halt the air became black with missiles fly- 
ing from house tops and windows. The car 
was literally bombarded, the lead in this 
partofthe affair being taken by women 
mixed in the mob, Theriot virtually ended 
with the arrival of the patrol wagon filled 
with police, The crowds were dispersed 
without serious trouble. The mob reassem- 
bled immediately, however, when the wagon 
departed. A prisoner was rescued from two 
officers who were left behind-and the pair of 
policemen were being roughly handled when 
the wagon returned again in the nick of 
time. No one was seriously injured.

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OUR MINING LAHS. 


Dr. Selwyn, director of the Dominion 
geological survey, in his evidence before 
the mining commission the other day, ex- 
pressed as his opinion that the mining laws 
of Ontario are altogether unfair to the 
prospector and tended to lock up lots and 
prevent their development. He held that 
the law should be so altered as to prevent 
the acquisition of large tracts of land by 
speculators for the absolute purpose of re- 
taining them without any development duty. 
The laws should be so amended as to com- 
pel purchasers of mining localities to per- 
form a certain amount of work, and iu the 
event of their failing to do so the lend 
should revert to the Crown. On which 
the London (Ont.) Evening Times remarks 
that Prof. Selwyn’s views are those of most 
people who have given the subject any 
careful consideration, and his suggestions 
should be acted upon by the Ontario Legis- 
Tature. It is evidently wrong to allow 
speculators to obtain possession of large 
tracts of valuable mineral land, for when 
they get them thoy very often neither de- 
velop them themselves, nor will they allow 
any one else to do so, unless they receive 
an exorbitant figure for the privilege. 
They are prone to pursue a dog in the 
manger policy right through.

had been quarried about 100 tons, but no 
thing had been done there for some years, 
From his personal knowledge he was cer 
tain that ore was in that locality in large 
quantities and of a superior quality, as was 
shown by specimens which he produced. 
There being no market, the mine was in a 
dormant condition. He related his visit of 
some years since, in company with his 
brother, to Sweden to see the working of 
the mines there. Ue was certain we have 
greater facilities fur producing iron than 
oxist in that country, for the reason that 
we have better material. Thore is nothing 
hero, as far as material is concérned,to pre- 
vent us from producing the very best of 
iron. There hui been no analysis made of 
the product of these mineral resources be- 
cause there was none being shipped, on ac 
count of there beingno market. Hethought 
the American market would be a good one 
if the duty were removed from the ore 
The Americans want our ore to mix with 
theirs, as it is of a superior qualitty—theirs 
being somuch leaner. If one or two fur 
naces could be established he was certain 
that the iron industry would be developed 
to a great extent, as cur facilities are much 
better than any which he had seen either 

in Sweden or England. 

Mr, William Kelly, of Marmora, testiti 
ed that he had been interested in mining 
operations for about 20 years, but princi- 
pally in lithographicatone. He wasalsoin 
terested toa lesser extent io iron, gold, 
lead and silver. His lithograph stone lots 
were Nos. 9 and 10 of the 3rd concession of 
Marmora and consisted of 100 acres. He 
had worked part of it toa depth of 7 or 8 
ft. and the stone was of a pure nature, being 
from 6 to 24inches in thickness. He had 
it tested at the centennial exhibition in 
1876 and was awarded a gold medal, his be- 
ing one of the best specimens shown.

Remnants of the Leary Kaft. 

The scattered portions of the great Leary 
timber raft, abandoned off Nantucket Shoals, 
are still drifting eastward, and at the present 
time cannot bo far from the rocks of Gibral- 
tar. Tho residents of the Azores and Ma- 
deira Islands already report their shores 
lined with trunks of huge trees, which aro 
beyond doubt part of the Leary raft, Capt. 
Lawrence, of the bark Platena, from Huelva, 
Spain, reportS passing in Jatitude 35 degs., 
longitude 18 degs., great fields of logs 
adrift. 

Tho ravages of tho toredo worm and the 
water soaked condition of the logs render 
them of no market value. The weight of 
barnacles, which bas been formiug on them 
for months has caused the monster logs to 
partially disappear beneath the water, and 
they are more ofa danger than before. The 
extent of water covered by these logs may 
be gathered from the report of Capt. Hoff- 
stadt, of the German bark Bremen, who 
States that he was five days among tho logs, 
many of them striking tho ship, tearing the 
copper and damaging the rudder. Samuel 
Dabney, United States consul at Fayal, 
Azores, reports that on Jnno 124 spruce log 
forty feeb long drifted ashore. It was 
roughly sharpened af both ends and was 
identified as part of the raft.—Philadelphia 
Record.

The result of the olection to the Com- 
mons which was held in Shelburne, Nova 
Scotia, on the 22nd inst., is that the 
atrongth of parties remains unchanged,and 
victory number twenty-seven is inscribed 
on the Conservative list of by-elections 
that have taken place since the general 
election in February, 1887. 

Shelburne is one of the constituencies 
which the Conservative party have won 
from their opponents in the by-elections, 
The constituency, which had always been 
Grit, returned Mr, Thomas Robertson, the 
old member, by a majority of 83 over Gen, 
Laurie at the general election. Mr. Rob- 
erteon was unseated and, after a very warm 
contest, Gen. Laurie defeated him by & 
votes. Tho Conservative member was in 
turn unseated, but his former opponent 
did not faco him again, having left the 
country, and Mr. Fred T. Coogdon, a 
popular young lawyer from Halifax, was 
the Grit nominee. Premier Fielding, of 
the Provincial Government, conducted the 
campaign on behalf of tho Grit party, who 
fairly flooded the constituency with cam- 
paign literature ; but the result, in spite of 
an accident to Gen. Laurie which prevent- 
ed him ffom making a personal canvass, 
was to increase his majority from 8 to 
45. The significance of this gain in a 
hitherto strongly Liberal constituency will 
be fally understood when we state that a 
large number of the voters are fishormen, 
who have been represented as favoring 
“unrestricted reciprocity,” and that the 
Grits made the fad the chief issuo in the 
contest.

Intercolontal Train, 


HaLivax, N.S,, Oct. 24.—John Wiiliams, 
who travels through the country selling 
watches and jewelry, tells a stirring story 
about how he was robbed on the Intercolo 
nial express from Pictou on Saturday even 
ing.

It 
Was a two-handed affair, and the unknown 
grabbed the other and a tug ensued, which 
resulted in a few moments in the valise 
bursting. A small coat in which were en 
veloped eight silver watches and a box of 
gold-filled rings fell out, and these articles 
were strewn on the floor. As the valise 
burst the car door was pushed open and twe 
accomplices of the Rebbe rushed in, one of 
whom covered the peddlar with a revolver 
and commanded him not to move at the 
peril of his life.

Receipta of grain are phenomonally 
small—so small that a buyer who has been 
on the market for twenty-live years says he 
nover saw it 80 dull at this season. Farm 
ors, remembering that the price of barley 
rose during last winter, are probably hold 
ing olf for a rise, of the present prospect of 
which they can judge from the following 
letter : 

Borrazo, N. Y., Oct, 16, 1888. 
The-Vowney Co , Belleville, Ont. ; 

Gentlemen ;—Your favor of the 16:h and 
sample I received. The sample is better 
than expected from your section, judging 
from all reports received regarding the crop. 
The price is about 100. above our market. 
We are getting good No. 1 barley from west 
and vorth of Toronto at much lower figuros. 
Bletcher, of Port Hope, offers No 1 Toron- 
to at 95c, From all reports received about 
Oswego we doubt if we can do anything for 
you until after navigation closes. Maltsters 
have not all started up yet, in fact none of 
the large ones are running, and somo cf 
them haven't boughtanything. They have 
large stocks of maltand can't sell o!d stock 
or contract for new, at anything like pres- 
ent prices. There must be a change in the 
situation ; malt must advauco or barley de- 
cline, and brewers claim they will not pay 
even present asking prices for malt. No. | 
Canada malt can be bought here at 95c.; we 
are getting considerable western barley, we 
havealready had 3 cargoes and one of 60,000 
is due, and another loading. ‘This barley 
sells here at from 65c to 70c. It is consid 
erably stained, but grows and works well 
on the floor. The receipts are increating, 
and sellers getting more anxious. 

The situation is decidedly mixed, and it 
is hard to predict what the outcome will be, 
Our sales so far have been principally to 
brewers. New York State barley is very 
good this year, and more than we have had 
for several years; but they have run the 
price up so, we can’t do anything with ir.

THE IRON ORE TRADE. 


In the opinion of such noted ** experte” 
as Mr. R. C. Clute, our trade with the 
United States in iron ore has been ruined 
by a policy of trade restriction. 1t ia true 
that trade restriction—by the United States, 
which country some years ago placed a duty 
of 75 cents per ton on iron ore imported 
from Canada—has had au iojurious effect 
upon the industry of mining ore in Ontario; 
but that tho industry has not been ruined, 
is shown by the following extract from the 
Kingston Whig of the 23rd inst. 


We learn from authoritative sources that sey- 
eral new ciinpanies have been formed aud are 
interested in the development of the iron ore 
trade along the line of the Kingston & Pembroke 
railway, More prospecting will be proceeded with 
this winter than ever before. The iron ore mived 
in this] cality has beeu found most desirable 
for smelting purposes, and secures a ready sale. 


The Whig is a Liberal journal, and will 
no doubt be accepted as an authority by 
the pessimists whose cries of “ruin and 
decay " are heard without ceasing. More- 
over, it is a fact that iron ore to the amount 
of several thousands of tons has been this 
season mined along the line of the Kinge- 
ton and Pembroke Railway, transported 
over that line to Kingston, and shipped 
thence to the United States. 

lt would Appear, then, on the face of the 
facts, that the United States tariff is not 
the sole cause of the discontinuance of the 
mining of iron ore in Hastings. The ores 
in this county are of as good quality as 
thoae in the county to the east of us ; labor 
is as cheap here as elsewhere ; railway and 
vessel facilities at Belleville, Trenton and 

Weller’s Bay are not inferior to thoso at

Criminal Sta‘istioas, 

The ease with which criminals of the 
worst class have escaped justice in the Eng- 
lish metropolis gives additional interest to 
the criminal statistics issued annually io 
the form of a blue book. In the volume 
just publiehed it is shown that the total 
number of indictable offences reported 
in 1886 7 was 42,391, and the total oum- 
ber of persons apprehended for these 
offences wos 19,045, or 44.9 per cent., 
showing that more than one-half escaped. 
It is further to bo noted that of those ap- 
prehonded 3 762 were discharged for want 
of evidence aud 1,525 for want of prosecu- 
tion, so that the number held to bail or 
committed was reduced to 16,052 Of 
these, a.ain, only about 10,468, or 75 per 
cent., were convicted, or leas than one- 
fourth of the number of crimes committed. 
The apprehensions jn the motropolis are 
uuder the average, but they are not at the 
bottom of tlre list.

Houlunger On Mevision. 

Paris, Oct. 25.—Gen. Boulanger yester- 
day attended a mecting of the committee of 
the Chamber of Deputies which is consider 
ing the Government's bill for the revision of 
the constitution. Gen, Boulanger oxpressed 
himself in favor of the dissolution of the 
Chamber of Deputies and the convoking of 
a constit itassembly which should be in 


dependent of the executive power and 
responsi! le to the country. It should be the 
duty of the assembly to prevent abuses 


which might lead to the establishment of a 
dictatorship. Gen. Boulanger was pretty 
sharply handled by the Revision Committee, 
but he declined to be drawn into what he 
called the details. He adhered to his former 
opinions in regard to the senate and the 
presidency. He regarded the restoration of 
the monarchy as asheer impossibility, ‘Two- 
thirds of France, he said, would rise against 
it. The country ought to decide the re 
ligious question. Politics must be prohibited 
in the army. 


Milnn Gets His Divorce. 

Bei_oripe, Oct, 25,—The Official Journal 
publishes a pastoral prepared by the Mot- 
ropolitan Theodosius, in which he says that 
in the exercise of his power as leader of the 
Servian Church, and by virtue of rights 
consecrated by precedents, he dissolves the 
marriage of King Milan and Queen Natalie, 
and declares that it is no longer existent, 
King Milan, in a letter to the Metropolitan, 
written previous to tho issuance of the pas- 
toral, after pointing out that the ordinary 
laws of the country could not be applied to 
the sovereign, who stood above them, de- 
manded that the Metropolitan avort the 
danger threatened for the Servian state and

“T hardly know what to say,” the clergy- 
man replied. “Of course thore is moro dis- 
ease to overy thousand of 
tion in a city like New York than there is in 
a rural county in Vermont by ronson of the 
great oxcess in thotenement house district 
butI have grave doubts whether there is as 
much sickness proportionally in those quar 
ters of cities where people live in comfort and 
under rigorous sanitary regulations as there | 


is in this village. Certainly thore isa great | 
deal of sickness and a number of deaths overy | 
year ina place like this, which might be pre 
vented, and which would be prevented by the 
authorities in a well governed city To men- | 
tion only a single and this is not 
bo talked about here: One of the most prom- 
inent families in this town, well to do people, 
living in an excellent house and presumed to 
be intelligent in matters of health, suffers 
constantly from disease, They havo had ty 
phoid fever and diphtheria, and somebody is 
ailing most of the time. They think it strange, 
but you would not, Tho truth is that if thoy 
lived inacity they would be hauled before 
the health board within twenty-four hours 
for violating the ordinances in letting all the 
waste from their kitchen flow into the yard 
and ooze there, polluting the air and breed- 
ing disease." 

That there was nothing exceptional in tho 
village referred to is proved by a very inter- 
esting and valuable paper which was read by 
Dr, Lucy M. Hall, of Brooklyn, at the recent 
meeting of the Social Science association in 
Saratoga, upon The Sanitary Condition of 
Country Homes.” Sho had gathered the 
necessary data for a judgment by tho exami- 
nation, during her vacations, of sixty-five 
ordinary farmhouses in New England, the 
middle and the western states. Sho found 
that little care is taken as to the character of 
subsoil, and that over half were located on 
wet clay soils. In more than half the cases, 
also, the houses were too closely shaded, and 
sunlight was too much excluded from all 
parts of the house, Ina majority of cases 
tho cellars were found to be damp or wet. 
Barns and stables iu New England averaged 
not more than fifty feet from the houses, and 
outhouses less than thirty feet, the water sup- 
ply being undoybtedly contaminated by one 
or the other of these causes in a number 
of Slops were thrown into the 
yard from the back door in three-quarters 
of the New England farmhouses examined, 

Now for the result, Dr. Hall found that 
lung affections, diphtherja, typhoid fever and 
rbeumatisi: bad played sad havoc in these 
farmbouses. Ninety-three per cent. of the 
whole number in New England had a record 
of lung fever and diphtheria and 55 per 
cent, of typhoid fever. There is not a parti-

The Authorities of Gwillimbury Vigilant 
nud Tuking Uvery Precaution, 

Sorroy, Oct. 26.—-The reports in the 
papers about the smallpox epidemic io 
North Gwillimbury are in some cases great 
ly exaggerated, David Sprague, ex-Reeve of 
the township, was ill with inflammation of 
the lungs. Inthe midst of it his son wh« 
had been on a visit to the fair in Toronto 
became illand the doctors did not at first 
discover what bis ailment was. Unfortu- 
nately in the meantime a number of neigh- 
bors came to assist at the threshing and 
with those who had volunteered to sit up 
with Mr. Sprague a larger number than 
usual cane in contact with the boy whose 
ailment proved to be smallpox. 

A Board of Health has been formed and 
every one who ir known to have been ex- 
yosed to the contagion is isolated ; inspec- 
tors have beon siatione! at all roads lead- 
ing from the township, public meetings of 
all kinds have been stopped, compulsory 
vaccination is being enforced and covery 
precaution taken to stamp out the foul dis- 
caso. Sutton is now completely freo of it, 
and as the only approaches are across the 
different bridges overjthe Black River, the 
men stationed on them have instructions to 
keep out all whoare in any way supposed 
to have had connection with it. So far as 
known there are only eight cases, the 
nearest to Sutton being six miles away.

witn the imagery mado up of seven churches, 
seven stars, soven candlesticks, seven seals, 
seven angels, and seven heads, aud seven 
crowns, and seven horns, and seven spirits, 
and seven Vials, aud seven plagues, and seven 
thunders.

THE PARKS OF LONDON, 


Ugliness und Dullness of All Things 
Around—What Might Be Done. 

It is not wonderful that the great people of 
London, doing so little for themselves in the 
way of decorative beauty, do nothing what- 
ever for the populace. An ugly cucumber 
frame like the Battersea Park hall, gaudily 
colored; a wagon drawn by poor suffering 
horses and laden with shrieking children go- 
ing to Epping Forest; open air preachers 
ranting hideously of hell and the devil; gin 
palaces, music halls and the flaring gas jets 
on barrows of rotten fruit, are all that Lon- 
don provides in the way of enjoyment or dec- 
oration for its multitudes. To drive through 
London anywhere isto feel one’s eyes litcr- 
ally ache with the cruel ugliness and dullness 
of all things around, from thestaring theatri- 
cal posters on the walls to the helmet of the 
burly policeman who takes half an bour to 
beat out a dog’s brains, 

Yot so much might be done to make Lon- 
don more picturesque at no very great cost, 
The trees which make the Paris boulevards 
such a glory of green leaves in May might 
have their likenesses in London streets, 
What an embellishment would an avenue be 
to Pall Mall, to Portland place, to Regent 
street, to Buckingham Palace road, to five 
hundred places. Quantitiesof trees planted 
all about the houses of parliament would 
take away that squalid and vulgar look which 
so disfigures all the precincts of those houses 
and of the noble abbey itself. If the many 
old gardens of the great houses which have 
been pulled down bad been preserved they 
would have lent freshness, verdure and dig- 
nity to many thoroughfares of London. 
Hyde Park requires many more trees than it 
is planted with, and all the roads south and 
north of it might with advantage have 
avenues, Trees alone would remove the 
awful newness, nakedness and weight of 
bricks and stucco which lie like lead on the 
soulas one drives through Cromwell road, 
Ennismore Gardens and all the rest of the 
stony wilderness of South Kensington 


hen music, again, might easily be heard 
in the open air much oftener than it is if the 
military bands of the Household brigade, in 
stead of being allowed to play for hire at 


pigeon shooting and horticultural fetes, and 
balls, private and public, and those various 
I I 


other innumerable engagements that take 
them bere, there and everywhere, were made 
to play for the public in the metropolis every 
day in different quarters. ‘To cite once more 


the example of Munich, how delightful the 
frequent bursts of military music at all hours 
make that pleasant city, what a gayety it 
lends to civic life, what a pleasure it gives to 


the very poorest! And how easy and how 
wiso it would be to give the same payety, the 
same pleasure to the juded London crowds! 

When I saw the Loudon people watching 
and waiting » ood hiimoredly for a simall 
platoon of Life Guar id a few close i 
riages containing the royal family to pass on 
their way to a railway station, I thought 
what a pity it was notto gi that upselfleh 
and good natured erowd mor sul of door 
gratuitous ai tovenaan not the sentimental

DEATH OF JUDGE MONK. 


The Aged Jurist Passes Away in His 15th 
Year—Sketch of Mis Life. 


_MonrTREAL, Oct. 30 —Hon. Judge Monk 
died yesterday morning at 8.20, at the Grey 
Nunnery, 


{Hon, Samuel Cornwaller Monk was born 
in Halifax, N in 1813, and was conse- 
quently in the i year of hisage. At the 
age of eighteen he cu:zne to Montreal and 
studied law, He towk part in the famous 
rebellion of '37, and after the insurrection 
played a prominent part in the defence of 
the political prisoners, heing associated with 
the late Judge Deuni:nond, another very 
brilliant 1 Ife afterwards entered into 
pariucrship with the late Sir John Rose, the 
firm bony known as Rose & Monk. In 1854 
he was nude a Q. C., and acted as Crown 
Prosecutor for the district of Montreal. He 
was appointed a judge of the Superior 
Court in 1859, and was raised to the Queen’s 
Bench in 1868, a position he held until bis 
retirement a few months ago. Judge Mon 
wasamanof splencid and imposing phy- 
sique, great ability, aud most genial man- 
ners, aud filled the variens positions which

A United States Crulscer fo be Seut to thelr

Wasiinoton, Oct, 31 Acting Seeretury 
Thompson yesterday received a long tele 
gram Fort San Francisco, signed by Sena- 
tor Hearst and others, informing him of the 
perilous situation ofthe crews of about a 
dozen Whalers supposed to have been wrecks 
ed near Herald Island in the Arctic Ocean, 
and asking that a revenue steamer be sent 
at once to their assistance There are said 
to be nearly 500 men in the party and they 
are in no condition to withstand the rivors 
of'an Arctic winter.
